At first she 
tried m orphine, of which she to o k a very 
large dose, b u t fortunately, her condition 
w as discovered in tim e and she was restored 
to consciousness and ber life saved. 
Peo­ 
ple were sent to k**ep guard over her to pre­ 
vent a second a tte m p t on ber life, b u t she 
evaded her w atchers and opened a vein in 
her arm with the purpose of bleeding to 
death. 
A tam she was detected, liefore a 
fatal result was obtained, and was restored. 
Finding it useless to try to prevent repeat- 
i ag her efforts, the p ro p rieto r of the hotel in 
which she lived, b irt he sake of the rep u ta­ 
tion of his house, requested her to leave 
the hotel.

were irregular in shape. 
Had they 
really been traveling through a resift­ 
ing atmosphere, at the enormous rate 
of 145 miles per second, they would cer­ 
tainly have lieen pear-shaped, rounded 
in front, and tailed behind, like tire-balls 
; in our own i^ir. 
But they resembled,

bodies. 
The fiodies themselves would 
not be visible, because the phenomenon 
was observed through a telespectro- 
scope, adm itting only red light of Die 
same tint as the red of glowing hydro­ 
gen. 
But the light from the heated 
hydrogen along the tracks of tnese 
I ejected missiles would be clearly visible. 
1'he streak would, of course, seem to 
I ascend. 
For they would always bo 
close up to the missiles producing them, 
that their forward ends would ad­ 
vance, while their rear ends would seem 
al®o to advance a® the light gradually 
faded out along those parts of the track 
which were furthe®t from the advancing 
missile. 
What Prof. Young saw has 
been seen since at various observatories. 
The sun, then, has the power of ejecting 
m atter from his interior—presumably in 
volcanic explosions. 
Moreover, a cal­ 
culation which I made respecting Prof. 
Y o u n g 's explosion shows that the m at­ 
ter ejected on that occasion passed 
away from the sun with such velocity 
that it would never return to him. 
Those m islies were thenceforth akin to 
meteoric bodies traveling freely through 
space.— Richard A. Proctor, in Long* 
man's Magazine.

! Sauk Rapids Nearly Wiped 
j 
from the Face of tho Earth 
by tho Most Terrific 
Wind Storm Ever 
linown in The 
Northwest. 


St. C loud and th e A d ja cen t Country 
a"so V isile I. B ra in erd Sends 


R e lie f. 
Wednesday will he a day long to be re­ 
membered in this section as it marks Hie 
date of one of the most terrible calam i­ 
ties that ever betel the inhabitants of 
Minnesota, and which came in the shape 
of a terrific cyclone carrying death and 
devastation with it. 
The storm first a p ­ 
peared to the west of St 
Cloud, and as 
it neared the city the roaring and crack­ 
ling could be heard, which, with the 
shape of the cloud, indicated that it was 
a cyclone of no mean proportions. 
It 
struck the Manitoba freight yards piling 
huge freight cars on top of each other, 
demolishing the depots, and everything 
that came within its reach, going in a 
northeasterly direction until it reached 
the Mississippi, and then followed the 
river until abreast of Sauk Rapids, when 
it took a northerly course tearing down 
the fine wagon bridge and grist mill and 
passing through the entire length and 
breadth of the business portion of that 
prosperous and 
thriving village, 
aud 
completely leveling every business bouse 
in the city with one exception. 
At St. 
Cloud 19 were killed and 30 wounded, at 
Sauk 
Rapids 37 
were killed and 60 
wounded, while at Rice’s station 14 were 
killed and from 20 to *0 wounded. 
As 
soon as the news of the disaster was 
learned a special was made up at Brain­ 
erd, including the wrecking car, and all 
the physicians of the city, and at once 
proceeded to the scene to render such 
aid as was in their power to the maimed 
and wounded. 
Sauk Rapids was reach­ 
at about I o’clock, and the spectacle that 
was presented was indeed appalling. 
A 
D ispa t c h scribe visited the smitten dis­ 
trict on the early tram Thursday morning 
and at Rice’s station in the town house 
near the depot lay the bodies of eleven 
victims of the storm’s terrible fury. They 
were the remains of what the day before 
had been a merry wedding party; the 
ceremony had just been performed and 
the minister was in the act of pronounc­ 
ing the benediction on the newly wedded 
couple when the cyclone swept over the 
place killing the minister aud wife, the 
groom and eight others, and seriously 
wounding fifteen or eighteen, the bride 
having both limbs and her collar bone 
broken, and has since died. 
This scene 
was indeed a sad and awful one, 
Sauk 
Rapids was reached at 9 o’clock, and at 
this point the storm did its worst work, 
the entire row of business houses on each 
side of the principal street being com­ 
pletely demolished and the contents scat­ 
tered to the four winds, the place pre­ 
senting an entirely indescribable appear­ 
ance, 
It 
was indeed a heart-rending 
scene, bodies of Hie dead and dying being 
in nearly every house, mothers and fath ­ 
ers waiting for Im-t ones of their families, I 
ami hunting among the ruins for some 1 
trace of miming cue-. 
The moans of ■ 
the wounded with broken legs or arms I 
could be heard on every hand. 
In an 
empty grain house lay the lifeless bodies 
of fifteen or twenty in a row, and a 
ghastly sight it was indeed; in another 
house close by was a woman with a frac­ 
tured skull aud a broken limb and m ed­ 
ical aid was doing all its power to relieve 
her sufferings, while in the next room 
was her two children, scarcely more than 
babas, who were bruised anti bleeding. 
Fen fails to tell the awful story, and on­ 
ly an eye witness can comprehend the 
awfulness 
of the 
situation; 
sorrow, 
mourning and confusion reigned.

A meeting was called at the Millard 
on Thursday evening to devise means to 
aid the sufferers, Mayor Small having re­ 
ceived a telegram from tiov. Hubbard 
asking the city to do w hat It could, The 
meeting was adjourned to the ladies’ 
waiting room at the depot on account of 
room. 
Mayor Small was chosen chair­ 
man and G. S. FernaJd secretary. 
The 
telegrams were read and the object stated 
to the audience and opinions were asked 
for as to what would be the best moth? 
od to take. 
Dr. I). IV Bigger read a 
dispatch from J. T. Odell, president of 
the Sanitarium association, offering the 
use of the hospital at this place and of­ 
fering to furnish transportation. 
The 
sense of the meeting was taken in regard 
to this m atter and it w as suggested that 
the city as a municipality donate such 
sum as they thought they could reason­ 
ably do, spyernl of the aldermen being 
present and who expressed themselves as 
in favor of Hie scheme, and the mayor 
stated he would call a special meeting of 
the council this (Friday) evening to take 
action in the matter. 
Iii the meantime 
it was suggested that a committee of 
three from each ward be appointed by 
the mayor to circulate petitions for pri­ 
vate 
subscriptions and 
donations 
of 
clothing and provisions and to report at 
the council rooms this evening. 
The 
motion was put to the meeting and car­ 
ried and the appointments were made as 
follows: 
First w ard—J. J. Howe, L, H. Dodge, 
and S. W. Searles. 
Second ward—F. A. Ii. King, Justin 
Smith, and E. P. Graves. 
Third w ard—T. Watts, T. F. Willis, 
and Tim Reilly. 
Fourth w ard—ll. IL Paine, D. Doran, 
and J. Willis. 
F ifth ward— W. llemsted, J. Hurley, 
and L. W. Burrell. 
A financial committee consisting of 
John Never* treasurer, Justin Smith, 
secretary, and ll. J. Small, chairman, 
was elected to take charge of and ac­ 
count for all funds. 
It has since been learned that the 
wounded persons arc comfortably housed 
and the citizens of Sauk Rapids do not 
desire to have them removed to Hie San­ 
itarium in this city. 
The Wells Fargo express company, by 
their agent E, P. Graves, very kindly of­ 
fered to carry any and all provisions and 
clothing free. 
Let the citizens respond to this call 
for aid Ie a man. 
No one knows at what 
moment Brainerd will receive a similar 
visitation. 
Pieces of shingles, board and frag­ 
ments of clothing were carried from the 
scene of the storm at Sauk Rapids for 
miles. 
At Brainerd a silk neck scarf 
was picked up near the slaughter house. 
In East Brainerd, near the shops, two 
chickens were seen to come down out of 
Hie heavens. 
The air was filled with 
oak leaves. 
Both printing offices at Sauk Rapids 
were entirely demolished and not as 
much as a hand full of quads could be 
found where the day before stood well- 
to-do offices. 
A. De Lacy Wood, propri­ 
etor of the Free Press, w as quite severe­ 
ly injured. 
Mr. Newman, the proprie­ 
tor of the Sentinel, was away from bis 
home w ith his family and consequently 
escaped almost certain death.

Rev. E. J . Brownson at the Baj>- 
list Chn reb delivered the seventh 
sermon in the course of the Horal 
Railroad on “ The conductor." 
The text was taken 
from John 
14,d ‘*1 aru the way, the truth, and 
the life.** 
There 
is 
no class 
of railroad 
men 
with whom we are 
latter 
acquainted with than conductors. 
O f necessity we meet every time 
we ride on the cars. 
He always 
routes arouin| to s«*e us, and never 
'lights any one. 
The conductors 
have a position of great responsi­ 
bility and trust. 
Much is placed 
in his keeping. 
Not unfrcquently 
the mothers put in care of the con­ 
ductor her girl or boy to get-off at 
a station IOO miles awny. 
The in- 
firm, the helpless the blind, the 
aged, and the mother 
with her 
children, are entrusted to the care 
of the conductor. 
When the train 
stops at the station these are care­ 
fully looked after. 
W ith hardly an exception I have 
found conductors pleasant pains­ 
taking, courteous, obliging 
men. i 
they listen with attention to t lie ; 
numerous questions asked 
them, 
and are always ready to give any 
information in their power. 
Like the engineers and h lenten 
they have an organization of mu­ 
tual help. 
It 
is known 
as tile 
‘ ‘Order of Railroad Conductors," 
It has a membership of about 
OOO. 
It publishes a most excellent 
monthly journal. 
It has an insurance department. 
This numbers some 3.000 persons. 
It pays a pension of $2,(HJO to $2.- 
5o0. 
This organization has been 
organized J ti years, and 
in this 
time the insurance department has 
paid to members o f the order who 
were disabled for life, and families 
of deceased conductors over one 
million 
dollars. 
W h a t 
a large 
amount of good has thus been ac­ 
complished 
at

comparatively 
small outlay in each one. 
Conductors in connection with 
all other railroad men are placed 
iii circumstances of peculiar temp­ 
tations that are demoralizing. 
As

strongly attracted to each other.

bond of sympathy and fellowship, j 
Whenever 
they 
meet off duty 
there is this common

A DISASTROUS TORNADO. 
St. C loud, Special Telegram , April 1 1.— 
St. Cloud oanuot longer congratulate itself 
upon being north of the track of cyclones, 
for it w as this afternoon sw ept by one of 
the most horrible tornadoes in the history of 
M innesota. 
Sharp points w ere first seen to 
dart dow n from the clouds, aud so far as this 
tow n is concerned the cyclone had its com ­ 
m encem ent about 3 o’clock in the basin of 
the Masonic cem etery, form ing a whirlw ind 
here about a thousand feet in diam eter. 
It 
took aim ost every tree in its circle from the 
ground 
or tw isted It off 
at the trunk. 
Great 
ston es 
w ere 
torn 
up 
from the 
earth aud dragged 
along. 
M oving slow ly 
from 
here 
and 
confining 
itself 
to 
a space of 1 0 0 feet across, it passed north­ 
east over Calvary hill, w recking the Catho­ 
lic chapel and shattering the crucifix. 
The 
first house taken w as Nick Jurnem ann’s, and 
it entered the city at John W. Tennford’s 
place,taking the rear part of the house, and, 
crossing St. Germain street, com p letely d e­ 
m olished John Schw artz’s large brick house. 
From here it sw ept 
straight across the 
prairie, scattering fifty or more sm aller frame 
houses like so m any feathers. 
In m ost cases 
noth ing w as left to m ark the site of d w ell­ 
ings but the cellars. 
The prairies were 
strew n w ith tim bers, furniture and cloth-

DAMAGE TO THE MANITOBA PROPERTY 
The freight depot of the M anitoba railw ay 
w as directly in its path, and portions of it 
and the cars on the track w ere blown half a 
m ile 
Long lin es of cars loaded with freight 
were, blown from the track and the rails 
wrenched from place. 
It passed the lim its 
of the tow n just w est of Lieut. Gov. G ilm an’s 
residence, taking part of his fence and kill­ 
in g horses. 
It crossed the Mississippi at the 
Sauk Rapids w agon bridge, taking the tw o 
ca st spans. 
It here w idened to GOO fe e t 
Stanton s g u st m ills took the full force, and 
w ere leveled. The cyclone sw ep t from there 
through the cen ter of the tow n ,tak in g the best 
of the business part of it, including Borg’s 
hardw are store. Beau pro Bros.’ grocery, the 
court house and hotel near by, the public 
school building, part of the brew ery, and 
every im portant business house in the city 
except G. G. W oods’ store. 
The village is 
virtually wiped out of existen ce, four-fifths 
of t i i ; b u i l d i n g s being leveled. 
The course 
of the storm through St. Cloud w as w it­ 
nessed by hundreds of citizen*. 
There had 
been short, sharp show ers during the past 
tw enty-four hours, and a warm south wind 
blow ing aLthe tune. 
The clouds w ere seen 
to form n*rst southw est of the city —dark, 
overhanging masses.

W henever any warning 
could be given all escaped safely, but in

The part of 
the tow n struck was that of the poorer resi­ 
dents living 111 clum ps of sm all fram ehouses, 
often several fam ilies being in one house. 
The men w ere nearly all laborers or railroad 
m en and aw ay at their work, aud only the 
w om en and children left in the house*.

fatalities iu SL (’loud, though great, are not 
equal in num ber to those in Sauk Rapids, 
but a com plete list there cannot now bo ob ­ 
tained.

“ An Am erican, Mrs. Jan e W hitcom b, 
has m et with heavy losses a t the gam ing 
tab les of M onte Carlo, and has m ade three 
d esp erate a ttem p t* a t suicide. At first she 
tried m orphine, of which she to o k a very 
large dose, bu t fortu n ately, her con d ition 
w nsdiscovered in lim e and she w as restored 
to consciousn ess and her life saved . 
P eo­ 
ple were sen t to keep guard over her to pre­ 
vent a second a ttem p t on her life, bu t she 
evaded her w atchers and opened a vein in 
her arm w ith the purpose of bleeding to 
death. 
Again she w as detected, before a 
fatal result was ob tain ed, aud w as restored. 
Finding it useless to try to prevent rtq>eat- 
ing her effort*, the proprietor of the hotel in 
which she lived, fo rth e sake of the rep uta­ 
tion of his house, requested her to leave 
the h otel.

by 
Brof. 
Y'oung (some of 
which were thousands of m iles long, 
were irregular in shape. 
Had they 
reallv b* un traveling through a resist­ 
ing atmosphere, at the enormous rate 
of 145 mile* per second, they would cer­ 
tainly have been pear-shaped, rounded 
in front, and tailed behind, like fire-balls 
in our own ^ir. 
But they resembled, 
rather, the irregular streaks showing 
where our air has been r« ndered lum in­ 
ous by the pa-sage of meteoric masses 
through it. 
Brof. Y'oung\s observation 
proved, in fact, that on that particular 
occasion the sun had shot out from hi# 
interior a flight of many thousands of 
bodies. 
The bodies them selves would 
not be vi.-ible, because the phenomenon 
was observed through 
i telespectro­ 
scope, adm itting only red light of tfle 
same tint as the red of glow ing hydro­ 
gen. 
But the light from the heated 
hydrogen along the track* of these 
ejected missiles would be clearly visible. 
The streak would, of course, seem to 
ascend. 
For they would always be 
d o se up to the m issiles producing them, 
so that their forward end* would ad­ 
vance, while their rear end* w ould seem 
al*o to advance a* the light gradually 
faded out along those parts of the track 
which were furthest from the advancing 
missile. 
What Bruf. Young saw has 
been seen since at various observatories. 
The sun, then, has the power of ejecting 
m atter from his interior—presumably in 
volcanic explosion*. 
M oreover, a cal­ 
culation which I made respecting Prof. 
Young's explosion shows that the m at­ 
ter ejected on that 
occasion passed 
away from the sun with *uch velocity 
that it would never return to 
him. 
Those mis*iles were thenceforth akin to 
meteoric bodies traveling freely through 
space.

Last week wc made mention of the 
murder of a squaw at W hite Earth, but 
got the particulars a little mixed. 
The 
follow ing is gleaned from the St. Paul 


G lo b e: 
Deputy United States Marshal Beau­ 
lieu arrived in the city early yesterday 
morning, having in charge two Indians, 
a man and a woman, with an infant 2 
months old, who are charged with mur­ 
der. 
The Indiana are Pin-dig-as-quay 
(the man) and M is-quan-ah-quod (the 
woman) and they arc charged with k ill­ 
ing M umay-uuay (a woman) on March 
30, on the 
\N lute Earth reservation. 
Deputy Beaulieu says that the two In ­ 
dian women were the wives of the Indian 
under arrest. 
The dead one had been 
his wife some twelve years and had no 
children. 
The living* one, now under 
arrest, had been his wife two years and 
is the mother of the babe. 
Recently the 
Indian and his first wife became convert­ 
ed, joined the church and were married 
by a priest. 
Of course two wives were 
not then possible, and the Indian told 
his second wife to pack up her traps 
and leave. 
She proceeded to do so, but 
when she attempted to carry awav her 
child, it developed that her husband and 
the other w ife wanted to keep the babe 
and he ordered her out of the tepee w ith­ 
out it. 
She went out, had a good cry, 
picked up an axe, and entering the tepee, 
struck the woman on the side of the 
head with the fiat side of the blade, the 
blow resulting in the wom an’s death. 
She was then viciously clubbed by her 
husband. 
The dead woman showed the 
marks of a clubbing also given her a few 
days before by her husband, who separ­ 
ated the two wives when quarreling. An 
Indian boy was present during the k ill­ 
ing and tells the story as here given,

Sauk Rapids Nearly Wiped 
from the Face of tho Earth 
by tho Most Terrific 
Wind Storm Ever 
Known in The 
Northwest. 


St. Cloud und t h e A djacent Country 
ft’so Visile L B rain erd Sends 


R e l i e f . 
Wednesday will be a daylong to be re­ 
membered in this section as it marks the 
date of one of the most terrible calami­ 
ties that ever betel the inhabitants of 
31innesota, and which came in the shape 
of a terrific cyclone carrying death and 
devastation with it. The storm first ap­ 
peared to the west of St. Cloud, and as 
it neared the city the roaring and crack­ 
ling could be heard, which, with the 
shape of the cloud, indicated that it was 
a cyclone of no mean proportions. 
It 
struck the Manitoba freight yards piling 
huge freight cars on top of each other, 
demolishing the depots, and everything 
that came within its reach, going in a 
northeasterly direction until it reached 
the 3Iississippi, and then followed the 
river until abreast of Sauk Rapids, when 
it took a northerly course tearing down 
the fine wagon bridge and grist mill and 
passing through the entire length and 
breadth of the business portion of that 
prosperous and thriving village, aud 
completely leveling every business house 
in the city with one exception. 
At St. 
Cloud 19 were killed and 30 wounded, at 
Sauk 
Rapids 37 
were killed and GO 
wounded, while at Rice’s station 14 were 
killed and from 20 to SO wounded. 
As 
soon as Hie news of the disaster was 
learned a special was made up at Brain­ 
erd, including the wrecking car, and all 
the physicians of the city, and at once 
proceeded to the scene to render such 
aid as was in their power to the maimed 
and wounded, 
bauk Rapids was reacli- 
at about I o’clock, and the spectacle that 
was presented was Indeed appalling. A 
Dispatch scribe visited Hie smitten dis­ 
trict on the early train Thursday morning 
and at Rice’s station in the town house 
near the depot lay the bodies of eleven 
victims of the storm’s terrible fury. They 
were the remains of what the day before 
had been a merry wedding party; the 
ceremony had just been performed and 
the minister was in the act of pronounc­ 
ing the benediction on the newly wedded 
couple when the cyclone swept over the 
place killing the minister and wife, the 
groom and eight others, and seriously 
wounding fifteen or eighteen, the bride 
having both limbs and lier collar bone 
broken, and has since died. 
This scene 
was indeed a sad and awful one, 
bauk 
Rapids was reached at 9 o’clock, and at 
this point the storm did its worst work, 
the entire row of business houses on each 
side of the principal street being com­ 
pletely demolished and the contents scat­ 
tered to the four winds, the place pre­ 
senting an entirely indescribable appear­ 
ance, It was indeed a heart-rending 
scene, bodies of the dead and dying being

On beiug questioned as to whether 
the work would be done by Brainerd la­ 
borers or by imported men for the oc­ 
casion Mr. Bjorkquist informed us that 
he should lure all the men he could in 
this city, as he would rather do so than 
to bring other people here and that he 
would pay the going wages to those so 
hired. This gentleman has had consid­ 
erable experience in contracting having 
built the entire plant for the Manitoba 
road at Barnesville, and did all the work 
for the Fargo and bouthcrn. 
He also 
built the penitentiary at Bismarck and 
the state university at Grand Forks. 
There nead be no more speculating as to 
whether the shops will be rebuilt here 
for if you are at all anxious you can see 
the work commenced on 3Ionday next.

Both printing offices at Sauk Rapids 
were entirely demolished and not as 
much as a hand full of quads could be 
found where the day before stood well- 
to-do offices. A. De Lacy Wood, propri­ 
etor of the Free Press, was quite severe­ 
ly injured. 3lr. Newman, the proprie­ 
tor of the Sentinel, was away from his 
home with his family and consequently 
escaped almost certain death.

PROCEEDINGS OF CONGRESS. 
S e n a te .—The bill granting the K an sas A 
A rkansas ra ilro a d com pany th e right of 
w ay through the Indian T errito ry passed, 
as d id also th e congressional lib ra ry bill. 
A nother site w as originally proposed, b u t 
Mr. M orrill opposed it, and now has suc­ 
ceeded in securing one according to his lik- 
iog. The bill passed the house an d went 
through the senate w ith a rush. After its p a s­ 
sage tw o dignified m em bers of th a t body, 
M orrill and Y oorhees, were detected in 
throw ing kisses a t each other, an d em bracing 
Mr. Spofford, th e lib rarian of congress, who 
h as been co-operating w ith them . 
T he bill 
a p p ro p ria te s $550,000 for the purchase of 
a site including th e p riv a te p ro p erty of 
$500,000 for the com m encem ent of the 
w ork. 
T he bill for th e adm ission of W ashington 
T e rrito ry w as defeated. 
Mr. Y oorhees' 
am endm ent, for the adm ission of M o n tan a 
also, was rejected by a p a rty vote. 


Mouse.—T he silver lull w as called up, 
which proposes free coinage of silver. 
An 
am endm ent was offered in these w ords, 
p ractically suspending silver coinage: “ Un­ 
less in the" m eantim e, through concurrent 
actio n of th e n atio n s of E urope w ith the 
United sta te s, silver l>e rem onetized, prior 
to Ju ly 1, 188b, then and th ereafter so 
m uch of the ac t of Feb. 28. 1878, .is a u ­ 
thorized an d directs th e secretary of the 
trea su ry to purchase silver bullion and 
cause the sam e to be coined, shall be sus­ 
pended until fu rth er action by congress.'1 
T his am endm ent w as reject ed by a vote of 8 1 
to 20. 
T he question then recurred on th e 
engrossm ent and th ird reading of the 
bill, 
an d it was decided in th e negative—120 tu 
1»*3—so the bill was killed. 
S enate.—The senate passed a bill forthe 
adm ission of W ashington T e rrito ry by a 
vote of .80 to 13. 
The bill admits the te r­ 
rito ry upon the sam e basis as D ak o ta, and 
its provisions are: 
It authorizes the in h a b ita n ts of tie* T er­ 
rito ry of W ashington and th e ad jacen t 
p a rt of the T errito ry of Idaho to form a 
s ta te governm ent w ith 
th e nam e of the 
S ta te of W ashington. 
It provides for a 
convention to form ulate and a d o p t a con­ 
stitu tio n , which shall In; republican in form 
an d m >t repugnant to th e const it u tio n of the 
U nited S tates or the principles of the decla­ 
ra tio n of independence. The persons who 
shall be entitled to vote for the m em borsof 
th e convention are described by the bill to 
Ihs “ the qualified electors resident w ithin 
said b o u n d aries.” The convention is to meet 
a t W alla W alla a t «u :h tim e as the gov­ 
ernor of th e te rrito ry shall designate, and 
when the new co n stitu tio n shall be com ­ 
pleted it shall be su bm itted to the people 
for ratificatio n . 
If ratified it shall be cer­ 
tified by the president of the United S tates, 
who, if the co n stitu tio n conform s to the 
requirem ents of th is bill, shall by public 
p ro clam atio n declare the sta te a d m itted 
to th e U nion on an equal footing w ith the 
original states, w ithout further action by 
congress.

-S e n a to r Sherm an presented a 
new a rb itra tio n bill in place of the house 
bill. It provides fo ra com m ission of t welve. 
Two member > of t he seriate, to be appointed 
by Die president; three m em bers of the 
house of representatives, to be appointed 
by the speaker of the house, an d seven 
m em bers from civil life, to be appointed by 
Die president of the United S tates, by and 
w ith th e advice and consent of the senate, 
not m ore th a n four of whom shall belong to 
one political p a rty , who shall be selected 
for superior intelligence as to th e in d u strial 
and laboring in terest of th e country. 
Mr. R iddlebergcr m oved to tak e up the 
resolution relating to the consideration of 
executive n o m in atio n s in open session. 
H e refused a request to have th e Indian 
a p p ro p ria tio n bill tak en up, an d lie insist­ 
ed on th e yeas an d nays, which resulted in 
the defeat of the m o tio n —yeas 7, nays 51. 
T his vote is n o t a test of the strength <4 
the open-session m ovem ent, inasm uch as 
m any of its stro ngest advocates voted in 
th e negative.

T h at a select com m ittee of seven mem­ 
bers be appointed by the speaker to inves­ 
tig ate the causes and ex ten t of the d istu rb ­ 
ed conditions now existing in the relatio n s 
bet ween railro a d c o rp o ratio n s engaged in 
in te rsta te com m erce and th eir em ployes 
in th e sta te s of Illinois. M issouri, K ansas, 
A rkansas an d T exas. 
The com mitt.;© shall 
have power to send fo rp erso n san d papers, 
to sit during th e sessions of the house, and 
to visit 
such 
places in

sta te s 
as m ay lie necessary to facilitate the inves­ 
tigation. It shall rep o rt during th e present 
session, w ith such recom m endations as it 
m ay deem proper to m ake. 
Mr. M orrison stated : 
T he bill which had recently passed the 
house know n as the a rb itra tio n bill was in­ 
ad eq u ate in its provisions. T he object of 
th e pending resolution was to enable con­ 
gress to learn th e facts of the case, so th a t 
it m ight perfect its legislation. 
The resolution w as ad o p ted w ith o u t di 
vision. 
T he tariff bill, 
w ith the m a jo rity and 
m in o rity reports, was presented 
to the 
house and referred to th e co m m ittee of 
th e whole. No understanding has 
been 
reached as to when the bill shall be tak en 
up, b u t it is likely th e com m ittee on w ays 
an d m eans will pgroe a t its next m eeting 
upon a tim e and ask th e house to m ake a 
special order giving the bill a privileged 
position.

S enate.—Mr. I Matt m ade an e lab o rate 
speech in favor of the consideration of exec­ 
utive business in open session.

q uestion was ad o p ted after a long debate. 
A house bill was passed authorizing th - 
sc crita ry of w ar to deliver to the lawful 
ow ners, on proper proof, certain classes of 
p roperty captured in th e late w ar. con­ 
sisting of fam ily heir loom s, silverw are, 
w atches, etc. 
In executive session the senate confirm ed 
Gen. Jo h n McGlernand of Illinois to be 
chairm an of the 1 ta b com m ission, vice 
Ramsey, resigned; B ierm an, th e collector 
of intern al revenue for M innesota, and a 
nuiulier of p o stm asters, b u t did not ta k e 
up any of the co n tracted cases.

lut ion offered by Mr. E dm unds to send back 
to the president all of th e papers relating 
to the n om inatio ns of officials who have 
been renom inated to fill 
vacancies was 
passed.
